REDUCING LEGISLATIVE REPRESENTATION. 
One point upon which the constitution is 
bent, if we may judge from the number 
of resolut ons proposed upon the subj -ct, is the 
reduction of the number of the members of the 
legislature. The mos. prominent bil! up m this 
subject is one offered by Gen Ei Warren. It 
proposes to havc just one hundred members ci 
both houses twenty-five senators and seventy» 
five representatives. The state will be divided 
into legislative distric s, from and of which one 
seuator and three represen tativ 2s will be electe4. 
Col Bass. of Rome, proposes to go even further 
than this, and have only eighteen seuators, al- 
lowing the congressional districts to elect two 
senators each. Gen Toombs is, it is said, in 
fivor of abolishing the senate altogether. It 
that meariy every resclution 
carries with it a clause Calling 
for bicnoial sessions,thus showing a steady cur: 
rent of thought in that direction. 

WHA 18 SAID OF THE REDUCTION. 
* The proposed reduciion of the legislative rep- 
resentation, will excite lively discussion, “I 
do no: dvelieve,”’ said «x-Senator Holcombe, 
“that the people of Georgia will accept a con- 
stitution that does not givgeach county its 
meuber of the legislature. The people will 
csutend that to protect its local interes‘'s and to 
represent its ioca!l opinion, e.ch county should 
have its member of the legislature. To give one 
member to two or three counties, wonld, they 
willtay, be a step towards centralization. I 
think the conveation wilil resolve to reduc: the 
uumber Ualess it gives each county a repre:

Speaker Bacon of the house thinksit woud

Palmer told me he supported 
Nesmith in the caucus, but 
concluded he did -not fill the 
bill as a democrat, and consequently 
went over to Grover. Noone told me 
money was used, wut many told me 
they thought so. Whittaker, presiden!

Montreal, July 14. —Friday night 
passed without trouble, the crowds 
dispersing at 10 o’clock.

San Francisco, July 14—A Press 
dispatch from Portland says the fol- 
lowing dispatch has just been received 
from General Howard : 

Headquarters Department of Colum- 
bia, Camp Williams, left bank, south 
fork Clear Water, near the mouth of 
the ©o tonwocd Idaho Territory, July 
12, via Walla Walla, July 14. — by 
taking a forced march I struck the 
enemy atl p.m. yesterday, about 300 
strong, in a deep canon, near the mouth 
ot Cottonwood, near the south fork of 
the Clear Water. I opened fire at 
once with a howitzer, Fibs genes ded iu 
starting the Indians from their pogi- 
tion. Passing around the trausverse 
canon for a mile and a half, I 
began battle in good earnest, and 
dismounting formed in ravines and 
behind ruck barricades. We were 
well prepared for seven hours. Every 
charge we made we gained on them; 
still, at night, our position was not a 
very good one, as the enemy lay con- 
tiguous to my communication, and | 
was short of rations. This morning, 
by determined effort, we regained our 
spring of water from some sharpsioot- 
ers This afternoon [ gave our lines 
to the care of Capt. Perry, command- 
ing cavalry, and Captain Miles’s bat- 
talion of infantry. I;,drew out Capt. 
Miller’s battalion of artillery, acting as 
infantry. Just at the time when we 
were ready to recommence offensive 
work Capt. Jackson and the work train 
appeared in sight beyond the Indians’ 
position. Miler pushed out in skir- 
mish in order to meet the train, and 
escorted it successfully. “They haa 
hardly formed tke junction with us, 
when the artillery battalion, already 
beyond the enemy’s flank, made a 
rapid movement, taking the Ga ling 
gups and howitzer along. The Indians 
made a desperate effort to flank Miller, 
but failed, and then gave way. Every 
thing was then pushed in pursuit. We 
shelled them rapidly from the high 
bluff as they escaped from the left bank 
of ‘he river, and followed them escap- 
ing in every direction as tar as the 
river, and are now across and going 
into camp. At 7:30 this afternoon the 
losses of the Indians appear to be 
13 killed and guite a large number 
wounded. We have Capt. Boncraf 
and Lieutenant Williams and eleven 
enlisted men killed, and twenty-nine 
wounded. The cal ps were 
abandoned in great haste, 
leaving much piander. The Indians 
fought as well as any trvops | eversaw, 
and so did ours—-ne* one man failing 
in duty. I now believe that I am in 
fine condition, just as soon as Green 
appears from Boise, to make thorough 
work with these Indians. ‘They are 
making for the Snake country, and | 
for concentration at Mount Idaho. Ne 
troops have ever done.harder or more 
rapid campaigning, or better fighting, 
than these, 

fhe following telegram was received 
to-night by Gen. Vincent, acting adju- 
tant general : 

San Francisco, July 14, Adjutant- 
(yeneral of the army, Washington--I 
hasten to se:d for the information of 
the secretary of war and president the 
following important telegram from my 
aide de camp, whom | had sent to Gen. 
Howard: 

Field near mouth of Cottonwood 
creek, 7 p.m., July 12th, via. Walla- 
walla, July 14: Gen. McDowell, San 
Francisco—lI have been with General 
Howard in the battle of to day, which 
he reports in detail. I consider this a 
most important success. Joseph is in 
full flight westward. Nothingcan sur- 
pass the yigor of Gen. Howard’s move- 
ment and action. Kreger, A. D. C. 

My aid is an officer of experience in 
actual service and his judgment is 
entitled to consideration, I am there- 
fore intinitely relieved and rejoiced to 
hear of his report of Howard’s success, 
which comes 1 ost opportunely, as the 
reservation Indians had been supposed 
to be wavering, if not tisposed to join 
the hostiles, because of Joseph’s first 
success. I think his defeat will tend to 
cause them to remain peaceable, and 
may make it unnece siry t) act under 
the president’s authority to call out 
volunteers for temporary service. Il 
will at least defer action till I get 
Howard’s report.

‘PROGRESS OF THB WAR. 


The developments of the past week 
indicate a bloody and stubborn war. 


‘The Sclav can not walk over the Turk 


when he is fighting for bis religion, his 
home and his life.

outset.

Whether the Russian reverse 
is due to bad generalship, or to an un~ 
looked-for strength of the Turks, or to 
the threats of the Persians, or to the 
precarious nature of their line 
of communication, or eee 
general change in the Russian 
programme, it is certain that the Ras- 
sians have virtually abandoned their 
Asiatic campaign. Public attention 
will be hereafter concentrated on the

Danubian armies. 
Michael will of cuurse 
the Georgian frontier, but he will be 
more of a menace than a_ pusilive 
danger. His wings are clipped, but 
still the Turks dare not transfer any of 
Mukhtai’s army to Bulgaria. 

As to the armies of the Danube the 
past week has been one of suspense 
and mystery. The Russians have 
pusbed men and supplies across the 
river without molestation. About 
150,000 men have crossed the river, 
and large depots of supplies are being 
established. The Cossacks have rid~ 
den over a considerable part of western 
Bulgaria, and large bodies of troops 
have marched southward along the 
banks of the Jantra. The army of 
Abdul Kerim has been reinforced by 
about 30,000 troops that were operating 
against the Montenegrins. The march 
of the Russians down the Dobrudscha 
has been checked by the works at Kus- 
tepdji just at ,the famous but now 
crumbling barrier, Trajan’s wall. And 
here ascertained facts end. The Turks 
have abandoned the line of the Jantra, 
to the surprise of all, and no idea can 
be formed of what they intend to do. 
The Jantra joins the Danube bear 
Sistova, coming directly from the 
south. : Tue line from’ RKustchuk 
to Shumla, which is probably the line 
of defense that the ‘Turks rely upon, 
is towards the southeast, near their 
railroad dommunications, and yet with. 
in easy striking distance ot the Russian 
line of communication from Sistova. 

Hard as it is to divine the ‘lurkish 
plan, it is equally ditlicuit to foresee 
how the Russians propose to proceed. 
Some think that they will make a bolc 
dash through the Schipka pass, which 
is just south of Tirnova and beyond 
the line of the Jantra, The seizure 
of this pass—the best for artillery in 
the whole range-—would bea yood basis 
for operations against Adrianople. The 
distance from Tirnova to Schipka is 
thirty miles; from the mouth of the 
pass to Adrianople, one hundred and 
twenty miles, and from thence to Con- 
stantinople one hundred and forty 
miles. The MRussians are therefore: 
only three hundred miles away, but 
they wili find those miles very weary 
ones to travel. With their main 
strength scattered from Kustendji to 
Widden, with a long line of communi- 
cation extending parallel to an army 
securely entrenched and capable of 
rapid concentration, with Turkish gun- 
boats threatening the bridges over 
which all supplies must be transported, 
it is plain that the Grand Duke Nicholas 
has a campaigu before him more difli- 
cult even than the one that 
has come to a disastrous ending in 
Armenia. He has, however, a vast 
force at his back, and larger forces are 
back of it. The campaign cf the Ba!- 
kans is now fairly inaugurated, and 
the present week may be crowded with 
movements of unusual magnitude. If, 
as is most probable, the passes of the 
Balkans are occupied by forces suthci- 
ent to hold the Russians in check, 
there must be heavy battles in Bulgaria 
before the Russians can safely flank 
Abdul Kerim’s army within the quad 
rilateral.

This is the season when all “atfairs 
of honor” that are on the tapis should 
culminate. With the blood up to the 
boiling point, and the mercury travel 
ing slowly towards the extreme 
of madness, it is not at all astonishing 
that the cooling influences of the 
“code” should be brought into requi- 
sition.

is that the tocsin of war 
is sounded and the bloody work begins. 
We say bloody work, because, from 
time immemorial, that seems the 
proper thing to say. It is a mere 
figure of speech, however, and as such 
we desire it to be undersiood. The 
truth of the business is, there is vo 
more harmless piece of pleasantry than 
the modern Georgia duel. It is some 
what more exciting than a game of 
croquet, but not neariy so dangerous, 
and base-ball, by comparison, is a 
bloody repetition the battle of 
Gettysburg. Let us not be 
misunderstood in this connection, 
We have no desire to 
underrate the dangera attendant upon 
Geo.gia duelling, We appreciate most 
keenly the nerve of those who engage 
therein. The practice bristies all over 
with danger. The cars might run off 
the track, the pepper-sauce bottle 
might break and ruis the lunch, a gun 
might accidently go off, or a Piper 
tieidsick cork might torever eliminate 
the right eye of a surgeon, or of a 
second, and a thousand other casualties 
might occur. Indeed, danger seems to 
lurk in every fence-corner, and war and 
death, stalk arm-in-arm through every 
thicket’ on the road __ side. 
The green leaves seem to 
take on a sanguinary hue, 
and the head of the vivacious wood-

In Georgia during the first six 
months of 1877, there were 56 tailures 
with liabilities amounting to $705,069, 
against 113 with liabilities of $2,747,091 
in the corresponding montns of 1876. 
In A'abama there were five less failures 
in 1877, but the amount of liabilities 
shows an increase of about ten per 
cent. In South Carolina there were 
fewer failures and decreased liabilities, 
and so in Tennessee. So in iact 
throughout the south generally; but in 
the northern states the number cf fail- 
ures and the amount of liabilities are 
not decreasing. We copy the remarks 
contained in the circular before us con- 
cerning local trade and crop prospects, 
viven under the head of “Atlanta ”’:

There were no less than 
twenty varieties of peaches, all perf[ecuy ripe 
ynd fine specimens of their class. Of apples 
there were no less than fourteen 
varieties. The display of plums was fiae. Figs 
were exhibited in abundance. Grapes from 
the vineyard of W W Clark at Covington, Were 
exhibited. Pears of four varieties were also on 
thetables The entire display was beautiful! 
indeed. Some of the peaches were remarkab'y 
large, weighing ten and twelve ouuces eaci 

The society may justly be proud of such a dis- 
play. It was witnessed by scores of strangers 
all of whom provounced a most favorable vei~ 
dict upon it 

The society was called to orderby Mr. WP 
Robinson, the president. Minutes of last mect 
ing were read and approved. Elec- 
tion of new mem bers was held 
and the following were chosen: Johu 1. Calia- 
way, W. W Clark and W. B. Lowe. 

On motion, th: regular discussion of the day 
on thetime of ripening of early peaches wus 
postponed. 

Mr. W. W. Clark. of Covington, being present, 
and having coutributed a fiue lot of fruits, was 
called on for some remarks. He sp ke particu- 
‘arly of the nutmeg peach, how it had been 
improved in the past few years to more than 
twice its former size. He pronounced it a peach 
ot ‘very fiue flavor, but unfit for shippiug. He 
said he had excellent snuecess with th: Amelia 
peach, which grows to fiase size, Ke clips his 
trees every fall, and with this care they bear 
admirably. 

The president was asked whetber an erly 
‘peach originated at the north will come earlier 
stillat the south. He replied that he knew 
from experieuce that it would.
